No 
motive for the suicide was known. 

Records of a local druggist show 
that Powell bought the poison on 
April 16, stating that he wanted 
to kill rats. 

He was apparently in good 
health and was in Enterprise shop- 
ping with his wife late Wednesday. 
Surviving are his widow and one 
child.

Who) 
wants a fine registered Jersey hei- 
fer calf at a bargain? I have one 
offered that is fine. If you want it 
let me know.

Berry time is almost here. Huck- 
leberries are getting ripe and dew 
berries are on their way, and af- 
ter that comes black berries. Did 
you ever stop to think how much 
the berry crop of this county is 
worth? There are many farms 
that produce $100.00 worth of ber- 
ries if we only saved them, We 
allow them to go to waste for rea- 
sons: first, old man cotton needs 
us when berries are ripe, and sec- 
ond, we have fooled with cotton 
so long until we are not able to 
buy the sugar and cans to put 
them up in. Why should any man 
allow a fine berry crop on his farm 
to go to waste? There is not the 
slightest excuse for it, more than 
I just stated. Everything that is 
usable should be saved and that 
means the saving of every black 
berry that grows on your farni. 
You may say that you do not nee 
thefm and that you cannot sell 
them, but when you say this you 
will say it without knowing wheth- 
er or not you can sell them. In 
the first place you do not need to 
sell so very much. If you will can 
the berries, the juice, make nectar, 
jam, preserves and a few other 
things, your family will consume 
most of them. If you have a few 
left over you can sef them or 
trade them to some one for work. 
They are worth their room and it 
is our duty to see that every berry 
is saved.

Sallie done sent me back to the 
bank with a little more money and 
the banker is even getting to where 
he will notice me when he sees 
me on the streets.

I think I am doing 
pretty well for a new beginner. 
Bunch is an old head and believe 
me, he knows his business, too. I 
wish we had a county full of far- 
mers like Bunch Smith.

Sallie has been putting me thru 
the mill this week. I thought this 
gardening basiness was about over 
when Sallie puts me out to doing 
the whole thing all over again. She 
is planting her second garden, and 
says she expects to plant others 
as the time goes by. I guess she 
is right about it, but it certainly 
is hard work. I am used to rest- 
ing up after we get the fertilizer 
all put out. When the weather is 
hot I cannot enjoy putting out cow 
lot fertilizer. I wish now that I 
had gone on and let my sassy, bra- 
zen-faced neighbor have that ferti- 
lizer. I balked on Sallie at first, 
but she promised to let me have 
enough of the money to buy me a 
can of smoking tobacco each week, 
and if she will keep her word about 
that smoking tobacco, I will help 
her all she wants me to. I don’t 
mind work if I feel like I am get- 
ting something out of it, but this 
way Sallie has of working the 
steam out of me and not giving me 
any of the money is not funny to 
me at all.

Boy, you should see those ten 
pigs of mine. They never know 
what it is to get hungry. It is 
comn, beans, slop, buttermilk and 
potatoes along with the grass and 
sweet milk and they are growing 
by leaps and bounds. I expect to 
keep them growing that way until 
I am ready to sell them. It won’t 
be long until I will have potato 
vines, sorghum, Dent corn, water- 
melons, squash, and popcorn to add 
to their feed. I have an early 
patch ef Dent corn and peas that 
I expect to put them on in July, 
and after that I have another 
patch of Dent corn, peas and Span- 
ish peanuts.
